Spiritualism “ Culminating."—Our cotem- 
porarie* of Ute Beloit Journal and Grant County 
Herald have been recently earnestly engaged in 
discussing the propriety of the use of the word 
** culminating1* in the preamble of the resolu­ 
tions of the Madison convention. The discus­ 
sion has been of too learned a character for us 
to folly fathom, but on the supposition that the 
newly graduating editor of the Journal is good 
authority in matters of philological research, we 
design to apply the term to the latest develope- 
went of the “ spiritual11 theory of these later 
days. We thought when, not very long since, 
we found the “ spirits11 presenting hands, toes, 
and other parts of the material body, to the 
touch and right of their auditors, the science 
had “ culminated” beyond any question or dis­ 
pute; but this manifestation seems to have been 
only a step in the ladder which these visitors 
from another world are climbing to reach the 
top and foil over on the other side. If the fol­ 
lowing has not reached the “culminating" point; 
we confess our total inability to understand 
ithen that controverted position can be attain 
cd; 
Tho New Era, a spiritual paper, publishes an 
article about what Is called the “ Electrical Mo­ 
tor," or “ New Saviour." The Era speaks of 
its deep satisfaction that the world is, by and 
bye, to be blessed beyond. conception by this 
physical Saviour, through whose instrumental! 
ty a permanent material basis shall be laid for 
true spiritual salvation. 
Tbs new “ Saviour" is a machine which has 
been constructed at Lynn, Mass., by the spiritu 
alist*, which they claim to be semi-mechanical 
and semi-human. 
It has been denominated a 
“ new motive power, and cost £2,000 to con 
struct it The New Era remarks that the Elec­ 
tric Motor is an exact correspondence of Ute 
human body, at least as far as involutUary mo­ 
tion is concerned. It was constructed under 
spirit direction, and chiefly at Spear’s expense. 
This done, the next thing was to put life iii it, 
which brings us to the most extraordinary part 
of the business. 
The story is that Mrs. 
became informed 
some months since, by spiritual intelligence, 
that she would become a mother in a new sense 
—“ the Mary of a new dispensation." This an 
nouncement, though made in a very impressive 
manner, was not believed by those who heard 
it. Nobody suspected it had any reference to 
the machine on High Rock, Mrs. 
had previ­ 
ously experienced sensations analogous to those 
attendant upon gestation; by and by came a 
message, through Spear, that she roust visit 
High Rock. While there she experienced the 
peculiar sensations of parturition—'“differing 
somewhat from the ordinary experience, inas­ 
much as the throes were internal and of the 
spirit, rather than of the physical nature; but 
nevertheless quite as uncontrollable and not 
lea* severe thau those pertaining to the latter. 
This extraordinary physiological phenomenon 
continued for about the space of two hours. Its 
purpose and results were wholly incomprehen­ 
sible to all but herself; but her own perception 
is clear and distinct, that in these agonising 
throes the most interior and refined elements of 
bar spiritual being were imparted to, and absor­ 
bed by the appropriate portions of the mechan­ 
ism—its minerals haring been made peculiarly 
receptive by previous chemical processes." 


This ought to be sufficient to satisfy the most 
skeptical, but the new “ motor” (mother?) has 
thus for only commenced its mission of “ reform" 
and “ progress." Nature is not merely to be 
supplanted in the inception of a new and im­ 
proved race of human beings, but is also to be 
relieved of the duties incidental to Ute nourish­ 
ment and growth of the new stock. It is gravely 
asserted that this wonderful machine (we beg 
pardon for using so gross and material a 
term to designate the “ motor,” bat really our 
knowledge of spiritual nomenclature is insuffi­ 
cient to properly designate it,) immediately be­ 
gan to have life and pulsation, which increased 
under a procc-X precisely analagous to that of 
nursing. 
Angelic communications were of 
course given to the favored matron-medium, to 
explain all these mysteries, though the ultimate 
design was not imparted, but she, contrary to 
all commonly received ideas of feminine na­ 
ture, refused to tell what was told her. This 
omission, however, is in part supplied by a later 
revelation to another favored mortal; iu this 
case, the information being made to one of that 
portion of the species whose agency has here­ 
tofore been essential to the propagation of the 
race.

The citizen has a right to stand aside, and 
and let those whose business it is to execute the 
law, do their duty as best they may,without ren­ 
dering any assistance. New has the officer any 
right to command the assistance of the citizen, 
unless he is present when there is actual vio­ 
lence or a breach of the peace. The citizen is 
under legal obligation to obey the mandate of 
the officer, only when resistance is offered. But 
as such cases would not occur in a thousand life­ 
times, uo man need give himself any particular 
uneasines as to his duty in such particular cases. 
We arc in favor of resisting bad laws, butour 
mode of resistance is a peaceable one. 
We would fight our battles at the ballot box, 
with missiles both peaceable and potent Our 
institutions arc based on public sentiment, and 
whatever the public will, they can justly secure, 
if they proceed in a legal, constitutional way, 
We bear much said about resisting the fugitive 
slave law. Many of its provisions are justly odi­ 
ous, and ought to be modified; and these en !s 
can be obtained without commotion and blood 
shed. Let the people go to the polls and elect 
those who are in favor of a change, and the ob­ 
ject would be at once attained. Instead of re­ 
sisting the law in Court street or State street, it 
should be done at the places of public meeting. 
Instead of employing revolvers and dirks, all 
that is necessary is small pieces of paper with 
the proper inscription thereon. 
The battle of freedom must bo fought in the 
halls of congress. The places of holding meet­ 
ings on the days of elections, are but mere re­ 
cruiting stations. The people themselves are 
to select thsir soldiers, aud decide who shall be 
entrusted with their sword and shield; and w hen 
that is done the agent* so selected are to appear 
on the great battle field at Washington, where 
the whole matter is to be decided. Let them 
be careful that no traitor, no Arnold is entreat- 
cd with power, and the tiling will be easily ac­ 
complished. Such is the resistance we recom­ 
mend, such the remedy we would apply.—Bos­ 
ton Atlas.

The New Era, a spiritual paper, publishes an 


article about what Ss called the " Electrical Mo- 
tor," or "New Saviour." The Era speaks of 
its deep satisfaction that the world is, by and 
bye, to be blessed beyond.conception by this 
physical Saviour, through'whose instrumentali- 
ty a permanent material basis shall be laid for 
true spiritual salvation. 


The new " Saviour" is a machine which has 


been constructed at Lynn, Mass., by the spiritu- 
alists, which they claim to be Bemi-mechanical 
mod semi-human. It has been denominated a 
"new motive: power, and cost $2,000 to con- 
•truct it. The New Era remarks that the Elec- 
tric Motor is an exact correspondence of the 
human body, at least as far as involuntary mo- 
tion is concerned. It was constructed under 
spirit direction, and chiefly at Spear's expense. 
This done, the next thing was to put life in it,. 
which brings us to the most extraordinary part 
of tbe business.

The story is that Mrs.

wme "months since, by spiritual intelligence, 
that she would become a mother in a new sense 
—"the Mary of a new dispensation." This an- 
nouncement, though made in a very impressive 
manner, was not believed by those who heard 
it. Nobody suspected it had any reference to 
the machine on High Rock, Mrs. 
had previ- 


ously experienced sensations analogous to thoae 
attendant upon gestation ; by and by came a 
message, through Spear, that she must visit 
High Rock. While there she experienced the 
peculiar sensations of parturition-^" differing 
somewhat from the ordinary experience, inas- 
much as tl. * throes were internal and of the 
spirit, rather than of the physical nature; but 
nevertheless quite as uncontrollable and not 
less severe than those pertaining to the latter.

Nor has the olficer any 
right to command the assistance of tbe citizen, 
unless he is present when there is actual vio- 
lence or a breach of the peace. The citizen is 
under legal obligation to obey the mandate of 
the officer, only when resistance is offered. But 
as such cases would not occur in.a thousand life- 
times, uo man need give himself any particular 
unensines as to his duty in such particular cases. 


We arc in favor of resisting bad laws, butour 


mode of resistance ia a peaceable one. 


We would fight our battles at the ballot box, 


with missiles both peaceable nnd potent. Our 
institutions arc based on public sentiment, anc 
whatever the public will, they can justly secu 
if they proceed in a legal, 'constitutional way. 
Wo hear much said about resisting the fugitive 
slave law. Many of its provisions arc justly odi- 
ous, aud ought to be modified; and these en;!a 
can be obtained without commotion and; blood' 
shed. 
Let the people go to the polls' and elect 


those who are in favor of a. change, and the ob- 
ject would be at once attained, instead of re 
sisting the law iu Court street or State street, i< 
should be done at the places of public- meeting 
Instead of employing revolvers and dirks, »1 
that is necessary is small pieces of paper witl 
the proper inscription thereon.

SPIRITUALISM " CULMINATING."—Our cotem- 


poraries of the Beloit Journal and Grant County 
Herald have been recently earnestly engaged in 
discussing the propriety of the use of the word 
" culminating" in the preamble of the resolu- 
tions of the Madison convention. 
The. discus- 


sion has been of too learned a character for vis 
to fully fathom, but on the supposition that the 
newly graduating editor of the Journal is good 
authority in matters of philological research, we 
design to apply the term to the latest develope- 
mentof the "spiritual" theory of these later 
days. We thought when, not very long since, 
we found the "spirits" presenting hands, toes, 
and other parts of the material body, to the 
touch and sight of their auditors, the science 
had "culminated" beyond any question or 
pute; but this manifestation seems to have been 
only a step, in the ladder which these visitors 
from, another world are climbing to reach the 
top and fall over on the other side. If the fol- 
lowing has not reached the "culminating" point 
we confess our total inability to understand 
when that controverted position can. be attain- 
ed; 


The New Era, a spiritual paper, publishes an 


article about what is called the '-Electrical Mo- 
tor," or "New Saviour." The Era speaks of 
its deep satisfaction, that the world is, by and 
bye, to be blessed beyond conception by this 
physical Saviour, through whose instrumentali- 
ty a permanent material basis shall be laid for 
true spiritual salvation. 


The new "Saviour" is a machine which has 


been constructed at Lynn, Mass., by the spiritu- 
alists, which they claim to be semi-mechanical 
and semi-human! It has been denominated a 
"new motive power, and cost §2,000 to con- 
struct it. The New Bra remarks that the Elec- 
tric Motor is an exact correspondence of the 
human body, at least as far as involuntary mo- 
tion is concerned. 
It was constructed under 


spirit direction, and chiefly at Spear's expense. 
This done, the nest thing was to put life in it, 
which brings us to the most extraordinary part 
of-the business. 


The story is that Mrs.

It is gravely 
asserted that this wonderful machine (we beg 
pardon for using so gross and material a 
term to designate the "motor," but really our 
knowledge of spiritual nomenclature is insuffi- 
cient to properly designate it,) immediately be- 
gan to have life and pulsation, which increased 
under a process precisely analayous to that of 
nursing. 
Angelic communications were of 


course given to the favored matron-medium, to 
explain all these mysteries, though the ultimate 
design was not imparted, but she, contrary to 
all commonly received ideas of feminine na- 
ture, refused to tell what was told her.

OPINION OF THE BINDERS.—The undersigned 


•who were engaged ia binding the grain cut by 
Atkins' and Manny's reapers, upon the trial had 
on the land of David. Stockwell,; certify that 
they bound all the grain cut in said fields, and 
that the grain cut by Atkins' reaper was laid in 
a more convenient form for binding and requi- 
ring much less labor to bind than the gvain cut 
by Manny's reaper. 


' The gavels as laid by the self-raker were much 


more uniform, and laid hi a better position— 
they wasted less in handling—could be handled 
and bound with far less labor and expense of 
time. 
In fact we are confident from our own 


experience at that time, that four hands binding 
after Atkins' self-raker can do as much work as 
five binding after Manny's. 


The difference in the number of bundles in 


the field as cut by the two reapers, and as stated 
in Mr, Manny's circular, is easily accounted for, 
from the fa'ct that the gavels after the self-ra- 
ker were delivered so compact thatweimiformi- 
ly bound two of them into one bundle, and thus 
the bundles contained much more straw and 
grain than those bound after Manny's reaper. 
We would state in addition that the grain from 
Manny's reaper was delivered in so irregular 
gavels, the butts and heads lying every way, 
that it was impossible to bind them firmly and 
uniformily, and thus a very considerable waste 
occurred" in handling the bundles, from the 
shelling and loss of grain. The same difficulty, 
from the. same cause existed in the stacking, it 
being impossible, from the irregular laying of 
the irrain to stack the same securely. .

RESISTANCE TO LAW.—-We have.no sympathy 


with those who threaten to resist the ex- 
ecution of the laws; whether, it be the fu- 
gitive slave law or the Maine liquor law. While 
any law remains upon the statute book, its pro- 
visions mast be obeyed. 
We do not mean the 


citizen is under any obligation to volunteer his 
services to carry it into effect; but that he can- 
not be justified in-offering open resistance to the 
law, and the officers%hr are bound to execute 
it. 
The citizen has a right to-stand aside, and. 


and let those whose business it is to execute the 
law, do their, duty as best they may,without ren- 
dering any assistance. 
Nor has the officer any 


right to command the assistance of the citizen, 
•unless he is rjresent when there is actual vio- 
lence or a breach of the peace.. The citizen is 
under legal obligation to obey the mandate, of 
the -officer, only when resistance is offered. But 
as such cases would not occur in a thousand life- 
times, no man need give himself any particular 
uneasiues as to his duty .in such particular cases. 


We arc in favor of resisting bad laws, but our 


mode of resistance is a peaceable one. 


We would fight our battles at the ballot box, 


with missiles both peaceable and potent. 
Our 


institutions are based on public sentiment, and 
whatever the public will, they can justly secure, 
if they proceed in a legal, constitutional way. 
We hear much said about resisting the fugitive 
slave law. 
Many of its provisions are justly odi- 


ous, and ought to be modified; and these ends. 
can be obtained without commotion and' blood- 
shed. 
Let the people go to the polls and elect 


those who are in favor of a change, and the ob- 
ject would be at once attained. 
Instead of re- 


sisting the law in Court street or State street, it 
should be done at the places of public meeting. 
Instead of employing revolvers and dirks, all 
that is necessary is small pieces of paper with 
the proper inscription thereon. 


The battle of freedom must be fought in the 


halls of congress. 
The places of holding meet- 


ings on the days of elections, are but mere re- 
cruiting stations. The people themselves are 
to select thair soldiers, aud decide who shall be 
entrusted with their sword and shield; and when 
that is done the agentsso selected are to appear 
on the ijrcat battle field at Washington, where 
the whole matter is to be decided. Let them 
be careful that no traitor, no Arnold is entrust- 
ed with power, aud the thing will be easily ac- 
complished. 
Such is the resistance we recom-

ly bound two of them into one bundle, and thus 
the bundles contained mticji, more straw and 
grain than those bound after Manny's reaper. 
Wo would state in addition.that'the grain from 
Manny's reaper was delivered in so irregular 
gavels, tho butts and heads lying every way, 
that it waa impossible to bind them firmly and 
uniformity, nnd thus a 'very considerable waste 
occurred in handling tho.bundles, from the 
shelling and loss'of grain. The same difficulty, 
fiom tho eatno cause 'existed in the stacking, it 
being impossible, from the irregular laying of 
the grain to stack tho same securel)'.

RESISTANCE TO LAW.—Wo have no sympathy 


with those who threaten to resist the '. ex- 
ecution of tho laics; whether it bo the fu- 
gitive slave law or the Maine liquor law. While 
nny law remains upon the statute book, Its pro- 
vis'ions nuut be obeyed. Wo do not mean the 
citizen te under any obligation to volunteer his 
services to carry it into cflect; but that he can- 
not be justified in offering open resistance 'to the 
law, and tho olllccrs whr are bound to execute 
it. The citizen has a right to stand aside, and 
and let those whose business it Is to execute the 
law, do their duty as beet they may,without ren- 
dering any assistance. Norlins tho ollicernny 
right to command the assistance of the citizen, 
unioBS he ia present when there is actual vio- 
lence or a breach of the peace. The citizen is 
under legal obligation to obey tho mandate of 
the officer, only when resistance is offered. But 
na Hitch cases would not occur in a thousand life- 
times, no man need give himself any particular 
unenuinea as to his duty in smelt particular cases. 


We are in favor of resisting bad luwd, butoitr 


mode of resistance is a peaceable one. 
.- We would fight our battles at the ballot box, 
with" missiles both peaceable nnd potent. Our 
institutions arc based on public Hcutimcnt, and 
whatever the public will, they can justly secure, 
if they proceed In a legal,'constitutional way. 
We hcHf much said about resisting tho fugitive 
slave law. Many of its provisions are justly odi- 
ous, nnd ought to be modified; and these endfl 
can be obtained without commotion and blood- 
shed. Let the people go to the polls nntl elect 
those who are In favor of a change, and the ob« 
jcct would be at once attained. Instead of re- 
sisting the law in Court street or State street, it 
should be done nt the places of public incctinp. 
Instead of employing revolvers and dirkc, all 
that is licccssaty ia small pieces of paper with 
the proper inscription thereon.

ly bound two of them into one bundle, and thus 
the bundles contained mticji, more straw and 
grain than those bound after Manny's reaper. 
Wo would state in addition.that'the grain from 
Manny's reaper was delivered in so irregular 
gavels, tho butts and heads lying every way, 
that it waa impossible to bind them firmly and 
uniformity, nnd thus a 'very considerable waste 
occurred in handling tho.bundles, from the 
shelling and loss'of grain. The same difficulty, 
fiom tho eatno cause 'existed in the stacking, it 
being impossible, from the irregular laying of 
the grain to stack tho same securel)'.

RESISTANCE TO LAW.—Wo have no sympathy 


with those who threaten to resist the '. ex- 
ecution of tho laics; whether it bo the fu- 
gitive slave law or the Maine liquor law. While 
nny law remains upon the statute book, Its pro- 
vis'ions nuut be obeyed. Wo do not mean the 
citizen te under any obligation to volunteer his 
services to carry it into cflect; but that he can- 
not be justified in offering open resistance 'to the 
law, and tho olllccrs whr are bound to execute 
it. The citizen has a right to stand aside, and 
and let those whose business it Is to execute the 
law, do their duty as beet they may,without ren- 
dering any assistance. Norlins tho ollicernny 
right to command the assistance of the citizen, 
unioBS he ia present when there is actual vio- 
lence or a breach of the peace. The citizen is 
under legal obligation to obey tho mandate of 
the officer, only when resistance is offered. But 
na Hitch cases would not occur in a thousand life- 
times, no man need give himself any particular 
unenuinea as to his duty in smelt particular cases. 


We are in favor of resisting bad luwd, butoitr 


mode of resistance is a peaceable one. 
.- We would fight our battles at the ballot box, 
with" missiles both peaceable nnd potent. Our 
institutions arc based on public Hcutimcnt, and 
whatever the public will, they can justly secure, 
if they proceed In a legal,'constitutional way. 
We hcHf much said about resisting tho fugitive 
slave law. Many of its provisions are justly odi- 
ous, nnd ought to be modified; and these endfl 
can be obtained without commotion and blood- 
shed. Let the people go to the polls nntl elect 
those who are In favor of a change, and the ob« 
jcct would be at once attained. Instead of re- 
sisting the law in Court street or State street, it 
should be done nt the places of public incctinp. 
Instead of employing revolvers and dirkc, all 
that is licccssaty ia small pieces of paper with 
the proper inscription thereon.
